The New Secretary or the T reasury-B is 
Flans O utlined. 
N e w Y obk, November 24th.—The Sun's 
W ashington dispatch says : Friends of Sec­ 
retary Folger announce th at hie management 
of the Treasury D epartm ent will be bold, 
oven to aggressiveness. 
They say that the 
new Secretary does not believe in the policy 
of locking up the enormous surplus which the 
Government is receiving day by day, and 
that he wili put it all out. 
The om cunt of 
money at the command of the Secretary of 
the Treasury, which can be used for the pur­ 
pose of redeeming public debts, is very large, 
and if Folger id to do as his friends say he 
intends to do, the country may look for a 
very important reduction of the debt within 
a short time. 
From thirty to fifty millions 
of dollars eould be used at the present time 
for this purpose v/ithcut crippling the Treas 
ury, so Btrong has it been made by its enor­ 
mous receipts. 
The same persons say that 
Secretary Folger will not call for bonds, but 
will go into the m arket and buy them. 
I t is 
understood th at Secretary Folger has directed 
a computation to be made by the Actuary of 
the Treasury Departm ent, for the purpose of 
ascertaining at what premium the Govern­ 
m ent can afford to purchase the 
and 4 per 
cent, bonds, instead of calling in the 3} pier 
cent, bonds. 
Trem bling Near York Custom-lieuse Or* 
llelals. 
Chicago, November 24th.—The 
Times' 
New York special says : 
A commotion was 
created in the Custom-house to-day by private 
advices from W ashington th at John R. Ly- 
decker, formerly one of the D eputy Col­ 
lectors here, is to succeed M r. French as A s­ 
sistant Treasurer. 
W hen A rthur became 
Collector, Lydecker linked his political for­ 
tunes with his, and became a warm advocate 
of Senator Oonklmg at the political Conven­ 
tions. 
This brought down upon him the ire 
of Secretary Sherman, and, under the in­ 
spection of the advocates of the civil service 
reform movement, charges were preferred 
against Lydecker of a character reflecting 
upon the disinterestedness of bis integrity as 
a public officer. 
The result was his removal, 
as he and his friends 
allogc, simply to 
make place for a partisan of the other fac­ 
tion. 
A rthur, 
as Collector, asserted his 
influence to the utm ost to save his dep­ 
uty’s official head, but not only did not suc­ 
ceed, but he himself m et a similar fate 
only a few months afterward. 
Now, with 
A rthur as President and Lydecker in the 
Treasury Department, the whirligig of time 
is bringiog around its revenges. 
I t ia said 
here that the President has never conceded 
for a moment th at bis removal and the re­ 
moval oc hia pierecnal and political fiiends, 
like Lydecker, from the Custom-house was 
anything but an ur.ju3t partisan persecution, 
and hence, in justice to himself and to them, 
he conceives th at the stigma which w*s thus 
unjustly pL cid upon them should be re­ 
moved. 
This is said to be the real meaning 
of Lydecker's appointment, and this is the 
meaning also cf the commotion which the 
news is naturally occasioning.

ia, “ W hore turn next ?” Or, to put it in 
another shape, 
“ If everybody th at was 
turned out of the Custom-house w ith Mr. 
A rthur must be provided with a place now, 
w hat is to become of the 1 ins ?’ ”

wa3 in W ashington in M arch last, when a 
man cams to my house bareheaded, with 
sandals on, aud without stocking?.

Jle introduced himself, and gave me a speech 
on Hancock V?. Garfield.

w hat I thought of his speech. 
I replied that 
I had not had time to read it.

THE TWO NAVIES. 
The London Standard observes that the 
United States Government seems to be 
drifting into trouble with Chile, and inti­ 
mates that ia the event of a quarrel we 
shall be obliged to submit, inasmuch as our 
“ phantom navy" cannot competo with 
that of Chile. It may bn that the motive 
of the English journal in its remarks is ill- 
natured, but the gist of what it says is, 
unfortunately, only too true. It must be 
admitted that we have in our navy no ves­ 
sel or vessels which could hold the sea for 
half an hour against the Chilean ironclads, 
supposing the latter to be properly mauned 
and skillfully handled. The Chileans have 
naval artillery which would drive any of 
our men-of-war off the field, if it did not 
sink them. It is therefore very literally 
true that we caunot venture to quarrel with 
Chile, and that if we should become in­ 
volved in any difficulty with that petty 
power, it would be necessary for a a to eat 
humble pie. This is one of the inconveni­ 
ences of not possessing an effective navy, 
and we must make up our minds to endure 
the humiliation so long as we cannot bring 
ourselves to bear the necessary expense of 
building a navy which can maintain the 
dignity of the republic both at home and 
abroad. 
GIBSON’S STAS. KOOT’E REPORT. 
Gibson’s report on the star route cases 
appears to be a very elaborate exhaus­ 
tive, and formidable analysis of the whole 
business, and to furnish conclusive evidence 
of the corruption pervading it throughout. 
Iu case the Government should find it pos- 
sikfe to renew the prosecutions this docu­ 
ment ought to be very useful. Even now 
it serves to show that there was abundant 
justification for the course taken by Presi­ 
dent Garfield in the premises, and also the 
utter falsity of the statements put forward 
on behalf of the thieves. Among the bet­ 
ter results to proceed from this scandal we 
look forward to the unmasking of those jour­ 
nals and public men that have endeavored 
to shield and justify the corrupt scoundrels 
implicated directly, and it is highly proba­ 
ble that when the bottom facts are needed 
these “ devil’s advocates” will prove to 
have been sharers in the plunder. It will 
be necessary to point ont the Congressmen 
who have been on the side of the star route 
robbers from the first, and when they are 
thus introduced _to the attention of the 
public the latter wiil see to it that their 
public careers are closed, no matter what 
course may be taken with the Bradys and 
the Tyners. 


MRS. LINCOLN. 


The parsimony of Congress in providing 
for ti.e widow of Abraham Lincoln has 
always been discreditable to the country, 
but it seems much more so than usual now 
that private patriotism has so munificently 
endowed the widow of dames Garfield. 
Mrs. Lincoln was given a pension of $3,000 
a year—a paltry pittance when the services 
of her husband to the nation are consid­ 
ered, and when the fact of his martyrdom 
is also taken into the account. We do not 
think there can be any question as to the 
proposition that the American people are 
in honor bound to make a suitable provis­ 
ion for this lady, and it is undeniable that 
her present pension is anything but a suit­ 
able provision. It is stated now that she 
is in ill health, and that with the increased 
expense entailed upon her she finds it im­ 
possible to live upon her pension. The 
mere announcement of such a fact ought 
to be enough, and when Congress meets 
we hope that a p: oposition to give Mrs. 
Lincoln at least double her present income 
will be introduced without delay. 


THE UNITED STATES AND CHILE AND 
FERU. 
There appears to be some danger that 
this country may drift into difficulties with 
Chile. The danger seems to have grown 
out of the extremely unsettled condition 
of the relations between Chile and Peru, 
aggravated by the peculiar diplomacy of 
General Hurlbut, our Minister to Peru, 
and General Kirkpatrick, our Minister to 
Chile. It is of course by no means easy 
for a friendly power to keep up diplomatic 
relations with a country which either has 
ceased to possess any stable government, 
or has acquired three or four governments. 
This has been the case of Peru since the 
collapse of her forces in tho field. The 
attempt to govern the country has been 
made by half a dozen men. Pierola, 
Calderon, Montero, and several others 
have claimed to represent the republic 
officially, and Secretary Blaine may well 
be excused if he did not know which one 
to recognize. The Calderon Government 
seemed for a time to promise stability, but 
when President Calderon refused to 
make peace with Admiral Lynch, the 
Chilean Commander, on the terms which 
Chile demanded, Lynch overthrew his 
Government, and has now clapped Calde­ 
ron on board a man-of-war, and, as re­ 
port says, taken him to Santiago. It might 
have been possible to tide over the Peruvi­ 
an interregnum in some way, however, but 
for the fact that the American Ministers to 
Peru and Chile happened to lie ardent par- 
tiaans of the countries to which they were 
respectively accredited. General Hurlbut 
stood up for Peru, and General Kirkpatrick 
took the Bide of Chile. General Hurlbut 
began by undertaking the remarkable feat 
of dictating the terms which he thought 
Chile ought to accept, and talking mean­ 
while as though the United States contem­ 
plated some kind of intervention. On 
what principles of international law he was 
acting it has been impossible to discover, 
and recent events have made it even doubt­ 
ful whether he represents anything beyond 
ÍH3 personal opinions. 
For having published a very extraordin­ 
ary letter to Admiral Lynch, in which he 
almost committed tho United States to a 
novel policy of intervention or arbitration, 
General Kirkpatrick spraDg into the arena, 
and proclaimed liis belief that his col­ 
league was not obeying the instructions 
of the State Department., which in his own 
case demanded the most rigid abstinence 
from intermeddling of any kind. Kirk­ 
patrick expressed his belief that General 
Hnrlbut’s instructions from Secretary 
Blaine must have been identical with 
his owd, and he ventured to assure the 
Chilenians that they had nothing to ap­ 
prehend from the United States in the way 
of unjustifiable interference. 
General 
Hurlbut, upon hearing what his colleague 
had said, became very angry, and asserted 
pointedly that he was obeying his instruc­ 
tions faithfully, and as it is known that his 
instructions were delivered much later 
than General Kirkpatrick’s, there is evi 
dently plenty of room for perplexity as to 
which of the ministers is right, or as to 
whether either of them is wrong. 
Presuming that they are both intelligent 
and conscientious men, the suspicion arises 
that the State Department may have given 
them such different instructions as to pro­ 
duce the present appearance of confusion. 
General Kirk; a’rick’s haste in making pub­ 
lic the instructions of his Government, 
which according ¡to all the rules of di­ 
plomacy it was his duty to keep to himself, 
may have had much to do with the subse­ 
quent events. Admiral Lynch certainly 
seems to have reached the conclusion that 
he can safely ignore the remonstrances and 
representations of General Hurlbut, and 
so he has seized Calderon and sent him out 
of the way, alleging in justification that 
the Montero Government is the genuine 
one, and that Calderon was only delaying 
the negotiations for peace. And though 
Chile is undoubtedly fully aware of the 
naval weakness of the United States, her 
rulers cannot be ignorant of the fact that 
such weakness may be repaired in a very 
short time by a wealthy nation, should the 
necessity arise. It cannot therefore be as­ 
sumed that the arrest and removal of Cal­ 
deron was intended as an insult to the 
United States, for it is not at all clear that 
General Hurlbut is at present representing 
this country in Lima. Of this we cannot 
be sure until his instructions are made 
public, but it will evidently become neces­ 
sary to publish them ia order to vindicate 
the State Department from the charge 
either of duplicity or muddle-headednesa. 
’The whole situation Í3 a difficult one. 
Chile, of course, wishes to make Peru pay 
an indemnity for the war. She can hardly 
desire to annex Peru, for the reason that 
the latter has a very heavy debt, which, 
in the event of annexation, would have to 
be assumed by the conqueror. England 
has the heaviest interests in Pern, but it 
appears that American capital ia also in­ 
vested there to a considerable extent, and 
therefore Chile will understand that she 
cannot be allowed to make the annexation 
and repudiate the Peruvian debt. The 
creditors of Pern would unquestionably 
look to her “ heirs, administrators and 
assigns" for payment, and if Chile had to 
shoulder the Peruvian debt she would find 
that the conquest was a calamity for her. 
How Peru is to guarantee any war in­ 
demnity, however, is a puzzle. 
All 
her main sources of revenue, 
namely 
the guano deposits and the nitrate 
mines, are already hypothecated to 
her European creditors, and 
Chile 
cannot 
venture 
to 
override 
these 
prior claims without bringing down upon 
herself the wrath of the most fornfidable 
naval power in the world. How she is to 
obtain the compensation, or the security for 
future compensation, which she requires, 
Í3 therefore not at all easily determined, 
and it is plain that out of all these compli­ 
cations may easily grow quarrels, more 
or less serious, both with the United 
States and England. What our Govern­ 
ment could do by establishing a Peruvian 
protectorate is another difficult question. 
We certainly do not desire to become 
security for the Peruvian debt, and we can 
hardly propose to Chile to govern the 
country unless we are willing to guarantee 
the payment of her war indemnity. Alto­ 
gether it ia a much entangled state of 
affairs.

ous as those employed by the Southern 
Bourbons during the “ shotgun” period. 
The scheme looks to the establishment of 
the “ ¡stalwarts” in power by the use of 
the Southern States, and the stamping of 
the intelligent Northern vote by the igno­ 
rant negro vote, just aa the Southern 
Bourbons have been doing in the 
past. 
There 
is a 
recognition 
in 
this plan of 
the impossibility of 
holding the North solid upon any such 
programme. The “ stalwart ” politicians 
indeed are at length realizing that they 
cannot expect to keep their strength by 
fair means, and that if they are to retain 
their hold upon politics hereafter they 
must be prepared to stifle the votes of 
those who understand and are therefore 
opposed to them. 
The most curious 
feature of this programme is the closeness 
of its resemblance to that of the Southern 
Bourbons, and this fact indicates that the 
liepublican stalwarts possess all the in­ 
herent tendencies of Bourbonism, and 
are indeed undergoing that final metamor­ 
phosis which will strip them of all their 
liepublican attributes, and exhibit them 
as pronounced Tories and foes of freedom 
as ever the old slaveholders were. Be­ 
tween the politicians who thought to hold 
the South solid, and through its solidity 
to conquer the North, by suppressing the 
negro vote, and the politicians who pro­ 
pose to make the South nomina'ly Repub­ 
lican, and through it to overcome the real 
Republicans of the Noith, by leading the 
negroes to the polls on repudiation 
tickets, there is in fact nothing to 
choose. Both are the enemies of purity, 
progress, intelligence 
in government. 
Both are the supporters of corruption, in­ 
tolerance and undemocratic methods. 
Neither has anything in common with that 
Republican party which saved the Union 
and abolished slavery. The new “ stal­ 
w art” policy, indeed, is neither more nor 
less than the old Bourbon policy re­ 
vamped, and this cannot be concealed from 
the people. The time ha3 gone by when 
any intrigue of the kind could have been 
successful, and the mere statement of the 
case is almost sufficient to insure the failure 
of the experiment. It is not by thus put­ 
ting spoils and partisanship above all other 
considerations that the supremacy of the 
Republican party can be maintained. For 
it numbers among it3 mcst faithful sup­ 
porters hundreds of thousands of thinking 
men who will rather destroy it with their 
own hands, Brutus fashion, than permit it 
to be degraded into the mere instrument of 
a new form of Bourbonism. 


ONE POSSIBLE GOOD. 


The recent specimen of the new method 
of “ breaking up the solid South,” given in 
the Virginia campaign, suggests the danger 
of a recurrence to the politics of the “ car­ 
pet-bag ” era, with improvements of a very 
sinister kind. The leading idea evidently 
is that fcy the adroit and unscrupulous use 
of demagogism, and by distributing plun­ 
der discreetly among the venal whits ele­ 
ments at the South, the negro voters may 
be made to go with local demagogues like 
Mahone, and thus enough Southern States 
be secured to cffset the possible loss of 
some Northern ones through the revolt of 
the intelligent voters at these methods. Ia 
other words the new plan involves the 
adoption by the Repnblican party of agen­ 
cies in all respects as vicious and mischier- 


Oae possible good may come out of the 
trial of Guiteau. It may disgust the 
American people with the plea of insanity 
to such an extent that they will not be 
satisfied until the laws have been so re­ 
formed aa to deprive murderers of that 
means of evasion. The spectacle of a 
murderer defending himself, and doing his 
best by argument to establish hi3 own in­ 
sanity, ha9 never been given to the world 
before. It is of course a complete bnr 
leEque of the plea and all that the plea 
embodies. It is so absurd that its admis­ 
sion to a Court of justice almost justifies 
the suspicion that insanity has crept into 
our criminal practice. The confusion in 
which this whole question has been en­ 
folded by the unscientific positions of law­ 
yers ignorant of psychology and mental 
pathology, has here reached a climax. And 
the fact that thia is, so to speak, a national 
trial, gives additional emplasis to the ab­ 
surdity of the situation. Whatever else 
the proceedings may suggest to the 
public, therefore, they certainly cannot 
fail 
to 
suggest 
the 
advisability 
of determining this long-vexed ques­ 
tion in a permanent way. 
The real 
point which requires solution is, of course, 
the question of responsibility. 
As to 
whether a criminal is insane or not must be 
a secondary consideration. The change 
the country needs is the abandonment of 
the doctrine that proof of insanity is equiva­ 
lent to proof of irresponsibility. That 
change once made, all the difficulties will 
disappear, and the plea of insanity in mur­ 
der cases will be practically abandoned. 
Let it be understood that a man may be 
mad, and yet not so mad as to be irrespon­ 
sible, and juries will cease to hesitate about 
consigning insane murderers to the gal­ 
lows. This is the only solution of the 
problem, and if the trial of Gniteau con­ 
vinces the country of that fact, it will 
have been worth while to undergo the 
scenes of humiliation which the brutal and 
insolent egotism of that most detestable 
wretch must inspire in every intelligent, 
man and woman who follows the proceed, 
ings carefully. 


TOBACCO AS A MATCH MAKER. 
All the nervousness, embarrassment and 
febrilo excitement attendant upon “ pop­ 
ping the question” in highiy civilized coun­ 
tries are avoided by the young men of the 
Tchnlian Tartar variety desirous to marry, 
whose simple and di3creet custom it is to 
ascertain their chances of success or failure 
in matrimonial enterprise by the following 
proceeding : The Tehulian Ceelebs in search 
of a wife having filled a brand new pipe 
with fragrant tobacco, stealthily enters the 
dwelling of the tnjr one upon whom he has 
bestowed his affections, deposits the pipe 
upon a conspicuous article of furniture, and 
retires on tiptoe to some convenient hid­ 
ing place in the neighborhood, local 
etiquette requiring that he should ex­ 
ecute this stragetic movement apparent­ 
ly undetected by the damsel of his 
choice or any member of her family. 
Presently he returns without further af­ 
fectation of secrecy, and looks into the 
apartment in a carnal sort of way.

SAN FRANCISCO. 


Items of Interest from the Me­ 
tropolis. 


S an F ran cisco , November 24th.—The 
tests of speed over the course of the Bay 
District Association to-day, tho proceeds of 
which were donated to the Garfield Monu­ 
ment Association, were largely attended and 
proved a very important event in the history 
of the turf. It is estimated that 4,500 persons 
were in atteudance. 
The feature of the day’s sport was the un­ 
dertaking of yearlings and two-year-olds, 
from tbe Palo Alto stables, owned by ex­ 
Governor Stanford, to beat the records of the 
world. 
The first test of speed was by Hiuda Rose, 
the fastest yeáVling in the world, to beat her 
previous record of 2:431. She trotted the 
first quarter in :404, the half in 1:181, tbs 
third quarter in 1:55J, and completed the 
mile in the remarkable time of 2:36J. 
The second trial was by Bonita, a two-year- 
old, to beat the best two-year-old record in the 
world. Tbe first quarter was trotted in :37, 
the half in 1:124, the third quarter—time not 
officially taken, the unofficial time beiog 
l:49j—making the mile in 2:24J. This is the 
fastest time ever made, with the exception of 
the two-year-old Wildflower’s record, made 
some time ago. 
McCarthy’s Carrie D. attempted to beat 
tho best pacing record of California, but was 
withdrawn after three attempts, having only 
made 2:21. 
Following this came a three in five trot­ 
ting race, in harness, between Clay, Han­ 
cock and Gold Note. 
Clay won three 
straight heals. Time, 2:28^—2:271—2:201, 
Owing to the rccont heavy rains the first 
quarter of the track is not in good condition. 
It is claimed that the records would fcave 
been lowered several seconds had the course 
been in good trim. 
transfer ok a railroad. 
John \V. Doherty, Superintendent of the 
North PaciSe Coast Railroad, stales that the 
transfer of that road was made yesterday at 
noon fo foreign capitalists. The new syndi­ 
cate is represented solely by J. D. Walker, 
of San Rafael. Walker has been elected 
President, and D. Nye, of San Rafael, Gen. 
eral Superintendent. The new company has 
assumed all outstanding debts and claims 
against the road, aud own ail the stock. The 
transfer includes all the road, rolling stock, 
the steamers San Rafael and Saucelito, 
and all the property of the Russian Land and 
Lumber Association ; also several large luna 
bering mills, valuable timber land, and water 
works in Marin county. Doherty positively 
denies that the road is purchased with a view 
of making it a terminus to a trans-continental 
road, notably the Northern Pacific, but will 
be operated solely as a local road.

LETIC TOURNAMENT. 
In the single scull rowing race to-day the 
contestants were White and Flynn, of the 
Pioneer Club, and Watkins and Stevenson, 
of the Ariels. White won tbe race and 
medal, pulling over the course in 15:50. 
Watkins came in second, Stevenson third and 
Flynn fourth. The race drew a large crowd 
of spectators, and was one of the attractive 
features of the day. 
The shooting contest this afternoon be­ 
tween the police team and the citizens’ team 
resulted in a victory for the former, who won 
by a score of 1,188 to 1,172. 
The athletic tournament to-day at the Bay 
District track was witnessed by not less than 
3,500 spectators, and was an interesting and 
exciting exhibition of physical power, endur­ 
ance and skill.

THANKSGIVING OBSERVANCE. 


The proclamation of the President and the 
Governor, eettirg yesterday apart as a day 
of thanksgiving and rest from secular labor, 
was very generally observed in this city. 
The Courts, public offices, shops and places 
of business in general were closed, and the 
day appeared more quiet and Sabbath like 
tban is frequently the case upon Sunday. 
The day was largely spent in family and 
social reunions and gatherings, and good din­ 
ners, with turkey as the leading feature, 
ruled the hour. Among the happiest^roups 
in the city were the little one3 at the Protest­ 
ant Orphan Asylum, who were given a 
Thanksgiving dinner by the lady managers 
of the institution, and no children in the 
happiest homes of the city could give more 
earnest demonstration of fullest happiness 
and content toen did these little homeless ones. 
A union service of the churches was held in 
the forenoon at Kir.gsley Chapel, which was 
filled by a very large audience—the vestibule 
even being filled. Rev. David Deal, pastor 
of the efcureb, presided. 
After an open­ 
ing hymn, Rev. J. Q. A. Ilenry offered 
praye:, which was followed by a voluntary 
by a tine choir of leading singers in the city, 
under direction of Prof. Jackson. Rev. Mr. 
Deal read the Governor’s proclamation ap­ 
p during the day for thanksgiving, worship 
DTI ll 
Dr. Á. J . Frost, of the First Baptist 
Church, delivered a sermon upon the last part 
of the third verse of the sixteenth chapter of 
Ilatthew : “ C a n je not discern the signs of 
the times?” 
The thought outline of the 
discourse was that the present signs of the 
times contained ill and good omens, but he 
would only consider those which give occa­ 
sion for thanksgiving. 
Favorable omens 
were In 
be 
seen 
in connection 
with 
the agricultural world, the political world, 
the e n d ilion of science and in religion. 
These points were developed by the speaker 
with much fullness and force, and at times 
with marked tenderness and patho3. The 
sermón also contained a very interesting 
eulogy of the lale President Garfield, and, 
notwithstanding the sad event of his death, 
be regarded that the omens of general im­ 
provement in the political affairs of the 
nation were Very encouraging. 
F lowing tho sermou and prayer, Dr. 
D win ill presented the cause of the Veteran 
Soldiers' Home, and a collection amounting 
to $13 45 was taken np while an anthem of 
praise wa3 sung as a voluntary. After the 
collection, “ America” wa3 sung by the au­ 
dience and benediction pronounced by Rev. 
Dr. Dunn. 
Services were held in the Ebenezer Church, 
recently organized, by the pastor, Rev. Mr, 
Axthelm. 
A t S t. Rose Church religious services ap­ 
propriate to the day were held at 8 A. M. There 
was in attendance a large congregation, and 
the people manifested by their demeanor the 
gratitude they felt for blessings received. 
Rev. Father Grace officiated. 


WHARF 
IMPROVEMENTS. 


In addition to raising the track and filling 
in along the city front the paet season, which 
constitutes raising the levee, the wharves and 
approaches to them have also been greatly 
improved. 
From the foot of K street to the 
railroad bridge, the old trestle-work, upon 
which the former railroad tracks and wharf 
rested, has been filled in, or earth substituted, 
most of the way for a width of about fifty 
feet, and the outer surface is to be faced with 
stone paving to prevent its cutting during 
high water. Below K street similar filling 
has been extended under the old wharf, 
and stone paving with 
granite 
blocks 
has 
taken 
the 
place of a portion of 
the previous plank work, where teams pass 
over in handling freight. This favorite pav­ 
ing will be extended from K to L streets. 
It 
is stated that the company has now under 
consideration plans tor extending the wharf 
between K and L streets to a lice about 80 
feet west of the railroad track, and which 
would be about 25 feet further west over the 
river than at present where the steamboat 
office is. By this improvement the old hulk 
now used as a float from one end of the gang­ 
way at the foot of K street, when the steam­ 
ers are loaded and unloaded, would be done 
away with and a steam elevator constructed 
in the edge of the wharf for discharging and 
receiving 
cargoes. 
In 
connection 
with 
this 
change 
tho 
present 
steamboat 
freight sheds between K and L streets would, 
it is thought, be removed, and a new one 
built between the railroad track and the 
river. The new building would be similar to 
the railroad freight depot, but about five feet 
narrower, and with the same facilities for 
drays to be loaded and unloaded from it as at 
the railroad depot. 
The r.cw building would 
be 250 feet in length, and about one-half of 
it would extend over the river upon pile 
work. A new wharf is beiug constructed by 
the Sacramento Wood Company, in front of 
the old lauding and platform of the San 
Joaquin Company, between M and X streets. 
The new wharf is thirty feet in width and 
250 feet long, of which 180 feet will be under 
roof to protect freight from the weather. 
The wharf is placed upon sawed posts resting 
upon mud-silli, eight feet below the filling, 
Wm. H. Young is superintending the con­ 
struction and the work will be completed in 
about ten days. The rebuilding of the wharf 
at Clarksburg, wiiich has been iu progress 
lately, will be completed this week. 


M e t r o p o l i t a n T h e a t e r .—A t the Metro­ 
politan Theater yesterday afternoon and 
evening light and amusing dramatic perform­ 
ances were given, under the lesseeship of J.

THE COUNTY SCHOOLS. 


Suggestions of th e County Eoard of Edu­ 
cation for th eir Im provem ent. 


In the manual for the public schools of 
Sacramento county, recently published by 
the County School Board, and which con­ 
tains the adopted course of study, list of 
books recommended fcr the school libraries, 
rules for examination of teachers, e tc , also 
appear 
the 
following 
“ Suggestions 
to 
Teachers 
“ The first aim of the teacher should be to 
care for aud teach pupils how to preserve 
their health. Sound health is absolutely 
necessary to any success or enjoyment of life. 
The meet vigorous constituri n may be im­ 
paired for life by a few violations of what 
might be deemed unnecessary rules of health. 
“ The teacher should not only inculcate 
the principles of hygiene by precept, but 
have a watchful care tbat they are cot vio­ 
lated. Explain the evils that arise from 
sitting in a strong draft of wind ; the neces­ 
sity of bathing ; the importance cf fresh a ir; 
the danger that arises from a stoopiDg pos­ 
ture, when standing or sitting, and fiom 
tight lacing. 
_ “ Attention should be given to such phys­ 
ical exercises as arc conducive to health. Do 
not fall into the too common error that your 
pupils get enough exercise. That may be the 
case with most of the muscles of the body, 
but to cultivate an erect posture and to ex­ 
pand the lungs—breathing and calisthenic 
exercises—are highly essentia) and therefore 
wisely made obligatory by law, and any 
teacher that neglects them is highly culpable. 
“ Take an active interest in. the school 
library. Endeavor to obtain for it books 
suitable for its wants, and have a watchful 
care over them. Endeavor to inculcate a 
taste for reading sm o D g your pupils. This 
habit once formed wiil ever bs a source of 
pleasure and profit to them through life. In 
no way can teachers benefit their pupils more 
than in so doing. Encourage them to read 
good and interesting books on all proper 
occasions. 
“ Let it be your next greatest aim to build 
up character. Strive to teach your pupils— 
by example and precept, with all your en­ 
ergy—habits of industry, truthfulness, gen­ 
erosity, cleanliness, courtesy and politeness. 
Teach them to avoid idleness, profanity, 
falsehood, the pernicious effect of tobacco and 
alcohol, and so to live that they may become 
members of society worthy the name of 
an American citizen. 
“ Teach your pupils how to study. Clearly 
explain to them what you w ish them to do at 
the next recitation, and also the manner you 
wish them to do it. 
“ Take a journal of education, study your 
profession, and make yourself familiar with 
the works of education. 
“ Never giro an unnecessary command, but 
when you do command, see that it is en­ 
forced. Don’t notice every trivial offense. 
Don’t worry. Avoid wounding pupils feel­ 
ings, and carry a pleasant countenance.” 
To the School Trustees the Board say : 
“ Upon you rest the responsibility whether 
your school is a success or not. No school 
law, no superintendency cau avail, if you are 
derelict iu your duties. 
“ There are few positions in life that a per­ 
son cau more benefit his family, his neighbor­ 
hood, or his country, than in the proper dis­ 
charge of the duties of School Trustee.”

S. N . S., tw enty-eight ver.rs old, ro- 
solved to adopt the one-meai system, and 
did 30, leaving off meat and all condiments, 
a3 salt and pepper, aud eating chiefly 
wheat-mea! 
bread aud fruit-, the bread 
made from unsifted meal and mixed with 
water only, no salt or bread-raising de­ 
vices—unleavened bread. 
W ithin seven 
months hi* weight increased from 145 
pounds ro 170 pounds, raid his strength of 
both body and mind had increased in 
proportion. 
His labor had been severe; 
he is a machinist aud inventor, working 
ten hours every day, aud doing a good 
deal of practical and profitable thinking at 
tho same time. 
It is now a full year 
since be came to one meal, and the weight 
gained has been maintained, aud his health 
is perfect. 
During the last winter, for 
the purpose of testing the sufficiency of 
one meal of pure food for the most trying 
labor, he worked in an iron foundry for 
three months, and notwithstanding the 
extreme and frequent changes of tem­ 
perature 
incidental 
to 
the 
work, 
on 
cold 
mornings 
with 
the 
mercury 
below 
zero, 
and 
in 
the 
afternoon 
at 1-0 degrees above, and all hands sw eat­ 
ing like rain, he had not a “ cold” for the 
winter, and was the only employe thus 
exempt. 
He had formerly been subject to 
frequent attacks of the above disease. 
His daily ration consists of six ounces to 
nine ounces (according to labor) of graham 
flour, besides fruit sufficient to supp’y all 
the liquids necessary—half a dozen apples 
or their equivalent in other fruit. 
He is 
rarely thirsty, but sometimes, if too little 
fruit is takeu at meal-time, he takes a small 
draught of water in tho course of the day. 
This meal is taker, at night, after entire 
recovery from fatigue, usually at about 7 
o’clock. 
During the month of May, 1SS1, 
just passed, he gained fcixty hours, or six 
full days, 
working extra hours at his 
bench, "sometimes working right through 
to midnight, and taking his “ breakfast ” 
after a short rest, before retiring. 
No man 
in his employ had gained so much time. 
He ha? occasionally made a trial of bolted- 
llour bread, but has invariably experienced 
a loss of weight aud strength. 
My own experience goes far to prove the 
efficiency of the above regimen for either 
the brain or muscie work. 
I am now tak­ 
ing one meal a day, and find myself per­ 
fectly nourished, 
weight 
and 
strength 
maintained, on about fourteen ounces of 
unleavened wheat meal bread, to the mas­ 
tication of which I devote an hour or more. 
I find that six o ld gems, weighing about 
fourteen ounces, 
with 
butter or milk, 
chewed deliberately, and thoroughly dis­ 
solved by the juices of the mouth, will 
sustain me much better than when eaten 
warm with butter or milk, or both together 
added, and eaten as fast as one natura’iy 
eats hot rolls and butter or bread and milk. 
Considering the manner in which people in 
general bolt their food, it Í3 not strange 
that a large proportion of it fails of diges­ 
tion. 
Starchy foods cannot be transformed 
into pure blood entire, except as far as the 
change is begun iu the mouth. 
U ntil a few* months ago I took my food 
in the morning, but I find the evening a 
better time. 
Daring the day the brain 
and muscles can have everything their own 
way, without 
interfering or 
hindering 
digestion, and at evening, after a sufficient 
rest, there is perfect tranquillity of body 
and mind and “ leisure to digest.” 
I had 
never been a “ good sleeper ” until I adopt­ 
ed this system of diet. 
People who eat

one early, and the lighter they make it 
the better, but dyspeptics may rest assured 
that, of itself considered, the evening meal 
is not the cause of their wakefulness or 
troubled dreams. 
Whqn I ate three meals 
of mixed diet, I could not make the last 
one eimple enough to give me complete 
rest at night, but now, when rested from 
my day’s labor, I can eat my full vegeta- 
tarian meal and sleep like a well-fed babe. 
I could give quite a number of examples 
like the foregoing, of one-mealers, did space 
permit, all tending to prove the superiority 
of vegetable over animat diet, and of the 
entire3 wheat over the most scientifically 
impoverished article.—[Journal of Chem­ 
istry.

O ALL WHOM IT MAY CONCERN: BE IT 
known, that I, Charles A. Wetmore, Chief Ex­ 
ecutive Viticultural and Health Officer of the Beard 
of State Viticultural Commissioners, being duly 
authorized and instructed bj- said Board, do declare 
the following quarantine rules aud regulations for 
the protection of the viticultural industries of this 
State, and due notice is hereby given, as provided 
by law, thirty days of publication in two daily news­ 
papers of general circulation, not of the same city or 
county, in this State. All parties concerned therein 
are required to conform thereto, subject to penalties 
provided for by law, for any infraction or evasion of 
said rules and regulations: 


Q lA K A N I1N E B fL E S AND REGULATIONS. 


Rule 1. AH cuttings of grapevines made in this 
State for sale, gift or distribution outside the vine­ 
yard, or vineyards, where the same were grown, and 
intended for new plantations, shall be made solely 
of the wood of tho preceding year’s growth; all 
older wocd to be carefully and thoroughly removed 
before leaving the vineyard where made, and to be 
immediately deatioyed by fire, if removed from such 
cuttings wherever seized by anv duly authorized in­ 
spector for any evasion or infraction of this rule. 
The reason of this rule is that the winter egg of the 
phylloxera vastatrix is, according to the beat au­ 
thorities, foilnd only ou the oíd wood. 
Rule 2. All cuttings of grapevines, and rooted 
grapevines, imported from any region or country 
outside this State, intended for sale, gift or distribu­ 
tion for plantation in this State, shall be disinfected 
at the place of first consignment within this State 
before being further distributed or planted, the 
method of disinfection to be at the option of the 
owner or agent in charge of the said cuttings or 
vines, according to any one of the following methods, 
viz.: 
First—Dissolve sulpho-carbonate of potash in cold 
water; proportions, 10 pounds of sulpho carbonate, 
to 100 gallons of water; immerse cuttings and rooted 
vines fifteen minutes. 
Seeond—Dissolve Little’s soluble phenyle by pour­ 
ing upon it cold water in the proportion of 50 gal­ 
lons of water to one gallon of the phenyle; immerae 
cuttings and rooted vines ten minutes. 
Third—Take two parts heavy oil of coal tar, two 
parts water and one part carbonate of potash, or 
carbonate of soda; put in a covered vessel and heat 
gently to boiling point tor one h our; replace water 
lost by evaporation ; pour into suitable vessels and 
agitate violently; dilute with 50 parts of cold wa­ 
ter ; immerse cuttings and rooted vines 10 minutes. 
Fourth—Dissolve carbolic acid crystals in water, 
in proportion of one pound of acid to 20 gallons of 
w ater; immerse cuttings and rooted vines ten min­ 
utes. 
Fifth—Dissolve sulphide of potash in the propor­ 
tion of one pound to 20 gallons of w ater; immerse 
cuttings and rooted vines twenty minute3. 
Sixth—Dilute one part of “ liver of lime ” in 20 
parts of water; immerse cuttings and rooted vines 
ten minutes. [ST. B.—To make “ liver of lime” take 
oae pound quicklime, one pound sulphur, one gal­ 
lon water ; mix ; boil over quick fire to one-half of 
volume; agitate before using; dilute with 20 parts 
of water to one part of “ liver of lime.”] 
Any other efficacious method may be used, pro­ 
vided due notice is given to this office and the same 
be approved. 
INSPECTORS. 


For the convenience and protection of all inter­ 
ested parties throughout the State there will be 
appointed local resident inspectors, as provided for 
by law, for each section or region where rine grow­ 
ers desire the same, and upon the application of any 
three such neighboring growers, or parties intend­ 
ing during the coming season to plant vines, such 
applioation to be addressed to this office, and to be ac­ 
companied, whenever practicable, with nominations 
of suitable persons for the office of Inspector. The 
other Inspectora required by law will be appointed 
by this office. 


R E iO 9191 END A TIONS FO R T1SE FURTHER 
PROTECTION OF VINEYARDS. 
All persons planting new vineyai ds within the 
State are advised and strongly urged to consider ali 
roots and cuttings suspected, regardless of origin, 
and to thoroughly disinfect them, thereby accom­ 
plishing the destruction of all possible germs of in­ 
sect pests upon them, as well as also those of fun­ 
goid disease, which are becoming dangtrous in all 
parts of the country. 


CERTIFICA TES. 
For the further convenience of vine-grower?, cer­ 
tificates shall be issued by any Inspector residing 
near the vineyard of the applicant, or the person in 
charge*of cuttings or rooted vines, setting forth 
that the provisions of Rule 2 have been complied 
with, and shall be entitled to charge in each case 
not exceeding 50-ccn‘s for such certificates made out 
in duplicate, one certificate being sufficient to cover 
any quantity of cuttings or rooted vines in the pos­ 
session of the applicant that may be satisfactorily 
shown to the said inspect r to have been disinfected. 
Certificates of disinfection shall likewise be given 
any applicant who desires the same, and who shad 
satisfactorily show to the Inspector that cuttings and 
rooted vines, other than such as are required to be 
disinfected by Rule 2, have been properly disin­ 
fected in accordance with tho recommendations -»f 
this office. 


INFECTE!» W R A PPIN G S, ETC. 
Rule 3. All packages and the packing materials 
coming into the btate with imported cutting? and 
vims (referred to in Rule 2) shall be disinfected, at 
the time of disinfecting the contents thereof, bj' im­ 
mersing in or washing with any of tho solutions 
namedpn Rule 2, provided that the etrcngth of the 
same, in case of mere washing, shall be increased by 
the reduction of the water in the same to one-fourth 
the relative proportions named ; if not disinfected, 
such packages and packing materials shall be de­ 
stroyed by fire. 
PEN A LTIES. 
All infractions or evasions of these rules will bo 
punishable according to law.

9. Empty fruit boxes, packages or baskets may 
be disinfected by dipping in boiling water, ar.d al­ 
lowed to remain in said boiling water not less than 
two minutes. Said boiling water used as such dis­ 
infectant to contain in solution not less than one 
pound (1 lb) of concentrated potash, or three- 
fourths (J) of one pound (1 lb) of concentrated lye 
to each and every twenty gallons of water, or in 
any other manner satisfactory to the Chief Execu­ 
tive Horticultural and Health Officer. 
10. Fruit on deciduous and citrus trees infested 
by any srecies of Scale Insect er Scale Insects, or 
the germs thereof, namely, their eggs, larv» or 
pupee, may be disinfected before removal from the 
tree, or from the premises where grown, by wash­ 
ing or thoroughly spraying said fruit with a solu­ 
tion composed of one pound (1 lb) of whale oil soap 
and one-fourth of one pound of flowers of sulphur 
to each and every one and one quarter (1¿) gallons 
of water used as such disinfectant, or in any other 
manner satisfactory to the Chief Executive Horti­ 
cultural and Health Officer.
